The roll call 
by Secretary 


Maxson showed unusually large dele- 
gations from Colorado, Arizona, New 
Mexico, Oregon, Washington, . Califor- 
nia, Idaho and Nebraska. The morn- 
ing1 session today was devoted to ad- 
dresses of welcome and the work of 
organization. 


This session of the congress, which 


will continue three days, promises to 
be "very Important. The program has 
been 
carefully arranged 
with 
the 


view of 
achieving' practical benefits 


and progress. It includes lessons in 
practical irrigation and forestry, re- 
ports of experts, application of provi- 
sions of the reclamation act, report of 
state progress under the national act, 
views on the settlement ot^ legal com- 
plications and a consideration of the 
all-important theme of colonization. 


"Save the 
forests and store 
the 


floods" is the motto of the congress, 
'and the main work of the convention 
will be to enlist the support of every- 
one for the policy which was outlined 
by President 
Roosevelt in speeches 


during his recent western tour—that 
national aid in ,the reclamation 
of 


anld lands is of supreme importance. 
It is expected that this policy of nat- 
ional control will be fought by the pri- 
vate companies, which have in 
many 


places 
obtained 
possession 
of 
the 


water supply, and who are building up 
fortunes' by selling irrigation water to 
the small ranchers. 
"When the irriga- 


tion 
congresses 
were 
inaugurated 


eleven years ago this method was con-4 


sidered the proper one.. A gradual 
change of sentiment took place, how- 
ever, and the new idea gained favor 
that the whole 
policy of 
irrigation 


should be a national .one, and that it 
was the duty of the government to 
see that the arid tracts were reclaim- 
ed. A vigorous propaganda was waged 
in support of this idea, and the pass- 
age of a national irrigation act was 
finally secured. 


In addition to discussing ways and 


means for spreading the idea of nat- 
ional control and extending the works 
already begun, the congress will lis- 
t-en to a number of experts in the sci- 
ence of irrigation. 
The department of 


agriculture at "Washington has sent to 
the congress several of its most prom- 
inent workers in forestry and irriga-, 
tion and the program provides for in- 
teresting practical demonstrations. In 
this connection, also, there is an ela- 
borate exhibit of irrigation work and 
of specimens of fruits and cereals from 
Oregon and elsewhere grown under 
Irrigation.

JOURNALISTIC TRAINING 


T 


HEIlK is a great deal of favoiable commpnt, moie 


.than ue expected, on the school of jouinalism to be 


founded by Mr. Pulitzer but the most of it from those who 
nave very little understanding- of newspaper work 
It may 


be that men may be trained for some newspaper work but 
-for the general tun of such work the office is the only 
place for a man to learn. Editorial writers can be taught 
at school, given coutses in reading and practice in putting 
into readable English their Ideas, and that is all 
The 


thing that really makes a. newspaper valuable, .the news, 
is something that can be gathered and handled by men who 
have an appreciation of what is news, and what news the 
public wants. 
This can only be leained by experience 


and observation and not by school teaching. The news 
editor is the pioduct of newspaper experience. He may 
not be informed in general histoiy but he knovss current 
hlstoiy and he can tell, and his knowledge is ready for in- 
stant use. He may not be up on political theories but he 
can tell whether an interview \\lth Senator Newlands of 
Nevada has been erroneously accredited to Senator Mon- 
Oell of "Wyoming 


The great object of the school o\ er which Mr Pulitzer 


and his paper aie getting .so much advei Using, is as we 
understand it, to raise the plane of joumalisin 
It may be 


possible to turn out a class of men better equipped for 
newspaper work than those now engaged in it but it is ex- 
tremely doubtful. 
When these men secure then engage- 


ments they will do their work as lequiied by the o \vneis 
or rnanagei s of the papeis on which they are employed 
The newspaper is published to make money for its owners 
aunJ while many newspaper owners have a high conception 
ol the duty that devolves upon them becaube of the power 
they hold, they all leoltze that to retain their power they 
Mnust look to the financial end of their entetpuse. 
"Veiy 


few men even among the owners of great newspapers are 
able to carry out to the letter then ideas of what a news- 
paper should be. They aie often obliged to make conces- 
sions, peihaps not lu matters of principle but of policy. 
The young graduate of the Pulitzer school will find, to 
liold his place he must rn*xke concessions and do as he is 
told. Ho will find also a vast cliffeience between doing 
ills work in a quiet school room and in the bustle of get- 
ting out an actual newspaper 


If the tone of journalism is to be laised, it must be 


through a growing appreciation by newspaper owners of 
responsibility of their calling, or e4se through an endowed 
press, with an endowment sufficient to make it absolutely 
independent, managed and controlled by men of culture 
and capability. 


In our opinion it is safe to predict that not one out 


of everw hundred graduates from the Pulitzer school of 
journalism will ever g'ain distinction in their trained pro- 
fession. They will be passed in the race by the "devils" 
from the humble country offices where such men as Horace 
Greeley, George D. Pretlce and scores of oth r distinguish- 
ed Journalists that we could name, received their "train- 
ing." The trouble with the graduate in the future as in the 
past, will be in the fact he will want to begin at the top 
instead of the bottom.

only us .but the'whole community as 
well, for; every "bushel of wheat raised 
In Nevada will save sending out of 
the state, one dollar for breadstuff. 


Otherwise I have' not intention to 


meddle 
• with the; business of farm- 


Ing-. , 


•1 .have- suggested 
that 
fall-sown 


wheat will, all other conditions being 
the same, .yield ten to twenty per cent 
more grain than spring sown. 
Fall 


sown wheat does not wait for favor- 
able conditions in the spring. It may 
foe an .early spring or a late one for 
sowing. 
The fall sown plants are in 


, position-to be beautiful by the 
first 


.yrarrri or growing days, while the far- 
.mer must wait in the spring not only 
for favorable weather but for proper 
conditions of the soil,which some years 
made it almost impossible to sow until 
April, when the grain .has less than 
four months to mature—a grain of 
wheat- sown in February, March 
or 


April rarely produces more' than 
a 


tlozen stacks and heads, whereas the 
same if planted in the fall will often 
prodxice from fifteen to thirty. 


This last assertion suggests still an- 


• • other, saving to the ' farmer, tovvit: 


Seventy-five pounds of seed sown in 
the fall will produce ap many stalks 
sand .heads as ninety pounds planted 
.In.March or'April. 


And 'now,, presuming that the farm- 


•ers will not find fault with my obser- 
vations I will suggest certain things 
looking .to bes.t. results. 


First, plant your seed not later than
